It 
provides young people with a well-rounded statement of what library service is and what it 
means in a democratic country. In the chapter “The Outlook for the Future,” the author has 
attempted “to relate social conditions and library service in the United States today,” and has 


indicated “some of the challenges offered your ingenuity and, abilities, if you decide to become 
a librarian.” 


Mrs. Rossell, who was for many years editor of the A.L.A. Bulletin, is a fortunate choice to 
write this much-needed book. Librarians who are anxious to see promising young people enter 
library work, will use the book in their recruiting efforts.
